HUNGER STRIKES 


A hunger strike is a political weapon. 
It is 


an 
«„ effort to arouse pity in the hearts of politica, 
opponents themselves. A prisoner who tnes to 
end his life unless he is released, does not plead 
his cause, nor fight it. He seeks to gain his lib- 
erty through sentimentality. 


When men fight in battle, they use weapon 


against weapon in man to man combat. One side 
does not threaten suicide because the other side 
refuses to surrender. But, when a hunger strike 
is the weapon that is the strategy of the cam- 
paign^^jFor, the hunger striker says he will com- 
mit »i«ide unless his opponents surrender to 
him by giving him his liberty. 


If one prisoner can gain freedom by hunger 


striking, so may all prisoners. The moral, there- 
fore, is either to keep the hunger striker impris- 
oned regardless of consequences, or to abolish 
imprisonment. 


Society would gravely endanger itself by al- 


lowing lawbreakers to remain unmolested at 
large. For that reason, society cannot afford to 
admit hunger striking as a reason for a pardon. 
The hunger striker is as morally responsible for 
his suicide as is the medieval-minded oriental who 
commits hari-kari while in a frenzed state of 
heroics.
